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THE FINANCIAL YEAR, 
EVEN in the midst of the din of party politics—when there was 
such a din—the voice of the Finance Minister, somewhere after 
the Ist of April, was always heard with that attention and re- 
spect which become a nation that does not despise so material an 
instrument as a balance-sheet, The close of every financial year 
is a period of deep import to England ; and, however great and 
manifold may be the disturbing influences in the region of 
political and social ideas, a solid interest settles on the fact of 
the state of our revenue, This year, when parties are indis- 
tinguishable, except when they are nibbling at details, the con- 
sideration of the public finances comes as a boon to Parliamentary 
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dulness and inaction; and, in truth, the main topics of any live- 
liness at all in the discussions of the present Session are based 
on expected fiscal eccentricities on the part of our somewhat 
wsthetic Chancellor of the Exchequer. There are rumours 
and whispers that, having nearly exhausted his grand scheme 
of adjustment of taxation, Mr. Gladstone proposes to gratify 
his intense activity and his fancies for high-art finance in 


experimental dealings with existing arrangements of detail, 


to inaugurate new systems in the management and mar- 
shalling of the national funds, and thus to preserve his 
character as a reconstructing and readjusting Minister of 
Finance, There are those who assert that it would be 
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impossible for Mr. Gladstone to bring forward a Budget so 
| shaped as to assume the dignity of a fiscal epic, as his 
manner has hitherto been, unless he showed therein some 
marks of originality and genius, If so, such Parliamentary 
and financial detectives as Sir Henry Willoughby and Mr. 
Henley will not be long before they pounce upon any little 
peculiarities which may either lurk in, or be presented boldly 
by, the Budget, And, when they have duly instructed and 
informed Mr. Disraeli and Sir Stafford Northcote, those 
gentlemen will accept their annual cram of facts and figures ; 
and fierce debates, impeaching the proceedings of our

fer six or seven weeks. From this point of view, a con- 
templation of the revenue returns for the year ending on 
the 3lst of March is likely to be especially interesting. 
But we believe that the thinking people of the country will 
also look at those documents with the sober, almost solemn, 
censideration which attaches to them, The quarterly and 
yearly returns of the national income are unerring social 
barometers, and in that close-packed array of figures and their 
results we may read the inner history of our people for the 
pending twelve months. A very superficial acquaintance with 
the influences which work upon the public receipts of the year 
enables any one to judge of the condition of the people at 
large. The items of taxation nowadays are so few in number 
that an index is at once given of the material prosperity or 
depression of every class in the country. 

If we look at the return of Customs duties we know how 
trade and commerce have thriven; if we scan that of the 
Excise we are aware what has been the condition of the indus- 
trial classes, In the period which the latest of these returns 
em braces, our revenue has had to undergo many crucial tests, A 
large section of our trade has been cut off more decidedly than 
before, and with this trial has come ruin to a great manufacture 
and enforced inaction on a large operative body. Individual 
fortunes, and the well-being of a special class, have fallen before 
a great calamity, and this, too, under circumstances which pro- 
phecy had foreshadowed as calculated to shake the normal 
commercial strength of England to its basis, More anxiously, 
more nervously, perhaps, than has been the case for many 
years, the public eye has been directed to the returns of 
taxation for the past year, and the question of questions has 
been, What is the state of the revenue? The answer, it may 
be said at once, is satisfactory. 

It is not, however, to be denied that, although the general 
balance is on the credit side, yet the surplus revenue has fallen 
much below that which was calculated upon, when the returns 
for the quarter ending in December last were made up. In 
the last quarter the falling off has been serious and rapid, and 
this fact is not without an element of warning. However true 
it may be, and we should be the very last to question the truth, 
that the sounéness of those commercial principles on which all 
political partics have for some years agreed to act, have been 
proved to extremity in the past year, and not found wanting, 
if even in the midst of wholly abnormal causes, which might 
have led us to expect a great diminution of the prosperity 
ef the country, the elasticity of its resources has never been 
more remarkably evinced, yet we ought not and we cannot be 
blind to the indications which are to be found in the diminution 
ef revenue in the first three months of the present year ; and it 
is necessary to look inevitable facts in the face when we come 
te make our arrangements for the year which is to come, 
Taking up the figures as they appear in the revenue returns, it will 
be found that, whereas the public income in the year ending 
the 31st of March, 1862, was £69,674,479, that for the year 
ending on the same day in 1863 was £70,603,561, Descending 
still further into particulars, and taking the whole year’s return, 
it will be found that the Customs, Which in 1861-2 produced 
#23,674,000, in 1862-3 reached £24,034,000, being an increase 
ef some £360,000, 

This is mainly attributable to the large increase of our trade 
with France and the general import of foreign goods, and goes 
far to compensate for the loss sustained by our commerce with 
America, Examining the excise, one cannot but remember 
with sorrow the cause above alluded to, which has resulted in 
a large falling off in that item, amounting to no less than 
21,177,000 ; the difference between the corresponding periods 
ef the two years being £18,332,000 in 1861-2 against 
£17,155,000 in 1862-3, No reduction, such as the hop duty, 
which was shifted last year, and from which a loss was cal- 
culated, can account for this diminution, which can only be 


attributed to a decrease in the power of the industrial classes to | 


procure articles of consumption which come within the range of 
the excise, and are in a manner luxuries, There is little variation 
in the item of stamps and taxes, although a slight gain is 
ebservable in the former; while that which officials choose to 
designate as the property tax, but which, in fact, is obnoxiously 
known as the income tax, is nearly the same, showing, how- 
ever, a slight increase of £202,000, the difference between 
£10,567,000 and £10,365,300, Something of comfort and con- 
solatory reflection is to be canght from this state of things, as 
it proves that as yet the great bulk of the middle class has not 
suffered from depression in general trade or special manu- 
facturing misfortune. Without going further into details, it 
must euffice to say that the actual increase in the revenue for 
the year has reached £929,082, a creditable if not an over- 
whelming surplus, If it is not as great as was reckoned upon 
three months ago it satisfactorily averts the abhorrent vacuum 














a 


in revenue which goes by the familiar name of a deficit ; and | 
we have to be thankfal, not merely for an escape, but for an | 


actual gain. 

With this moderate but welcome sum in hand, and with a 
decrease in the Estimates for the year of something over 
£2,000,000, the Chancellor of the Exchequer will be able to 
present himself to the country with £3,000,000 at his 
disposal. The question naturally arises, what will he do 
with it? Now, admitting to the full Mr, Gladstone's 
ability, even his financial ability, his honesty of purpose, 
and his thorough adhesion to the doctrines of free trade, 
to which alone we owe the existence of such a condition of our 
revenue as that which we are now considering, we confess that 
we should almost prefer that he had just to make both ends 
meet than that he should have so large a sum to manipulate 
according to his fancy and theoretical ideas. Somehow or the 
other, we do not anticipate a direct dealing with this surplus, 
such as a diminution of a penny in the pound of the income 
tax, which stands for a reduction of a million in that respect, 
and a reduction of the duty on tea to Is., which would perhaps 





represent another million — leaving a soarplus of the other 
million applicable to the exigencies and probabilities of a 
year which, we believe, will be the turning-point of the 
cycle of prosperity with which this country has of late 
been blessed, Again referring, and it cannot be too often 
referred to, to the ominous fact of the falling off in the revenue 
in the last quarter, we venture to assert that it would be well- 
nigh criminal in a Chancellor of the Exchequer to attempt to 
meet the eventualities of the coming year without a surplus of 
at least a million. If, contemporaneously with such a 
provident act, the burden on the industrial and middle 
classes was lightened as far as regards the income 
tax and tea duties, a confidence would be created in 
the public mind which would nerve the people to meet 
any difficulties which may arise, and gratitude would 
be added to faith in the Finance Minister, who weuld 
thus be strengthened and supported by the good opinion 
of the nation at large. But if, as is supposed, it is intended 
to fritter away the savings of the revenue in fiscal experiments — 
if the existence of a large unappropriated sum in the Exchequer 
is to be made the excuse for a sort of alchemical dealing with 
our finances—if hard cash is to be melted in the alembic of a 
philosophic Budget, in the vain hope that it will eventuate in 
a life-prolonging elixir which may be administered in 
continuous doses to the Treasury—we do not assume any great 
faculty of divination if we say that the present Government 
will be wrecked within the next two months during the watch 
of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. What the country wants, 
and what it will have, in the conduct of the finance of the year 
is, firstly, providence for the future twelve months ; and, next, 
as much relief from taxation as possible ; so that the people 
may be better enabled to bear the strain and the trials that are 
inevitably coming upon them, A great trust for good or for 
evil is at this moment committed to Mr. Gladstone ; let us 
hope that, laying aside all theorising and phantasy, he will, in 
all directness and simplicity, prove himself equal to the 
occasion.

MEMBERS OF THE PRINCE OF WALES’S COUNCIL, 
LIEUTENANT-GENERAL KNOLLYS. 


Lieutenant-General William Thomas Knollys, Comptroller of the 
Household and Treasurer to his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, 
entered the Army on the 9th of December, 1813, as Knsign and 


Lieutenant in the Scots Fusilier s, and served with that 
regiment from the 6th of March, 1814, to the end of the Peainsular 
War in that year, and was present at the blockade of Bayonne and 
the repulse of « sortie from that place, in which no less than ten 
officers of the Guards were ki or died of their wounds. He 
attained the rank of Lieutenant and Captain in 1817, of Captain and 
Lieutenant-Colonel in 1827, of Colonel in 1841, Major-General 1854, 
and Lieutenant-General in 1860. On the establishment of the — 
at Aldershott General Knollys was selected for the command, whic 
he held until 1860, when he was relieved by Sir James Pennefather, 
the present General in command at that establishment.

The insertion of our second notice of the pictures exhibited by 
the Society of British Artists is unavoidably deferred until next 
week. 
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Ir we do not “ drift” into trouble with the Federal States it 
will not be the fault of noisy speakers and intemperate writers, 
These individuals are assuredly doing their best to aasist in 
what Lord Palmerston described as the manufacture of American 
political capital at the expense of England, Of this process, 
as carried on in Washington and New York, we have, perhaps, 
no great right to complain, and England has never shown 
herself harsh in her judgment of the acts of a nation struggling 
with unexampled difficulty, debt, and disaster. But we must 
protest, and that emphatically, against the attempt of the 
American organs here to break the neutrality which has been 
proclaimed from the Throne, and which has been recognised 
by all the temperate and respectable part of the nation. This 
attempt has been postponed until the reverses met by the 
Federals, and the solemn declaration of the South that nothing 
shall re-unite it with the North, have exasperated the Union 
organs beyond all bounds, and it is therefore shown to be a 
sort of desperate resource, akin to that by which Mr. Lincoln, 
after showing every willingness to coalesce with the slave- 
owners, proclaimed freedom to the slaves of “rebels” while 
retaining the others in bondage. Principle has nothing to do 
with the matter, and the effort to alter British policy is merely 
an expedient of war. 

This will not do, England has determined not to be dragged 
into the American struggle if she can possibly avoid it; and 
the resolve of a nation ought not to be affected by the scribblings 
of fanatics or the nonsense of hireling orators, Nor will it be. 
The agitators against neutrality are the most insignificant 
persons who ever tried to shout themselves into notoriety. The 
names of the speakers at the meetings in aid of Mr, Seward are 
nemes which, in ordinary times, cause a man instinctively to 
pass on from the report to some other part of the paper, They 
have an influence like that of the headings of the advertise- 
ments which seek to enlist attention by some paradox 
to which the puff is clumsily appended, The country 
laughs at such demonstrations, But, for all that, they 
may become excessively mischievous by their operation 
in America. Readers there are proverbially ignorant of the 
relative value and power of our public men. The New Yorker 
who is told in his own paper that Exeter Hall or St, James’s 
Hall has been crowded with sympathisers, and that fiery 
addresses have been delivered to them amid storms of appro- 
bation, thinks that all this means something, and has an in- 
fluence in the national councils. He does not know, and could 
scarcely comprehend the facts if laid before him, that a 
gathering of thirty or forty of our statesmen in a quiet room 
in Piccadilly or St. James’s-square would have more to do with 
directing the policy of the Legislature than the largest crowd 
that ever assembled to cheer Blondin, George Thompson, 
The American does not understand the 
secrets of English public life, the formation of public 
opinion here, and the certificate of character implied 
in the position of a leading politician. The New Yorker 
cannot see why an Edwin James has to emigrate, while 
a Roundell Palmer is called upon to advise the Crown on inter- 
national law. Hence these mob-meetings, and the angry and 
vindictive talk which impudently claims to be the utterance of 
the people, and is nothing of the kind, will produce—nay, we 
believe, are producing—upon the American mind a very evil 
influence, It will be believed in the North that the Government 
of England and the people of England are not as one in the 
matter of neutrality, and the inference will be that, if the North 
menaces us with war, the people will drive Lord Palmerston 
from office and reverse his policy.

| ua, of course, that there is danger of our refusing to believe that 





it can be entertained in the North, and only those who are really 
aware of the helpless ignorance of the American people (in spite 
of their high education at the hands of the newspapers) upon 
the real feelings of Englishmen, can entirely appreciate the 
importance of the consideration in question, We can assure 
our readers, however, that very few statements discreditable to 
England would fail of obtaining belief in America, and that 
none at all would be rejected by the directors of a large portion 
of the American press as too outrageous to form texts for fresh 
abuse of this country. It is painful to have to say this; but it 
is better to bear any such pain than to permit mischief to go 
on which may cause quarrel and bloodshedding. 

The Fodexals, having shown that they cither cannot build 
veesels which are swift enough to catch the Confederate cruisers, 


or cannot epare for that service officers of sufficient skill and 
spirit to run down these privateers (and there is no lack of 
brave and able officers in the gallant navy of the North), 
content themselves with abusing England because some of the 
Southern vessels have been buili—where the North may build 
equally good ships if it likes—namely, in British dockyards, 
The law of England, both domestic and international, is 
perfectly clear, and the proceedings which it is necessary to 
take to prevent the sailing of a ship on a supposed errand of 
war are as well known to the lawyers as those which are taken 
on a dishonoured acceptance. If the case can be proved the 
vessel is stopped, as has been done, we learn, in the instance of a 
newly-constructed bark, which was to have gone by the name of 
the Alexandra until she had left England and taken in her guns. 
But mere suspicion will not do. A policeman does not capture a 
lounger on mere suspicion that at night he means to “open a 
bank,” with a crowbar for his capital, Regular evidence must be 
adduced ; and, whether the law be sufficiently stringent or not, 
it is law. We hear very few complaints when expeditions, 
under the most transparent disguises, are fitted out against 
monarchies, and when adventurers, of more or less respectability, 
enlist men and buy guns for the promotion of any revolution 
whatever, except the Southern revolution, Hitherto the law 
has been found to work very well, But an exceptional case, 
to the minds of sympathisers with the North, has arisen, 
and those who were foremost in their ostentatious support 
of insurrectionary movements in Europe clamour against the 
ordinary English doctrine that proof of guilt shall precede 
punishment, And even this is not all, The House of Com- 
mons is open to the petitions of the nation and of all classes in 
the nation; and it is to the House of Commons, where a 
Liberal majority sways, that these malcontents should address 
themselves for an alteration of the law,if it be deemed too 
feeble, No such abject and constitutional course will, how- 
ever, satisfy “the friends of freedom.” The Government is 
called upon to violate the law, to exercise a despotic sway, 
and to do on behalf of the Northern States of America that 
which, had it been done on behalf of the King of Naples er 
the Emperor of Russia, every organ of Federal interests would 
have stigmatised most furiously as a proceeding worthy of the 
days of Castlereagh and Sidmouth, 

Were the Government to take this course, and act upon sus- 
picion only, it would not only be a violation of British law, 
and a sacrifice of the traditions which are dearer to us all than 
any foreign alliance, but a direct departure from the policy 
announced three times from the Throne, The sympathisers 
with Mr, Lincoln call on us to interfere on behalf of the 
Federals, and to treat the South as enemies, We shall not de 
so; but it is very desirable that the country should under- 
stand that these unconstitutional demonstrations, though they 
can do no harm here, may produce much in America, and that 
the Anglo-American organs are doing their best to involve us 
in a horrible war. 








THE VICTORIA RIFLES, 
WE present our reader this week with an Engraving of the Victoria 
Rifles, containing portraits of its leading officers, and a general view 
of its head-quarters, armoury, &o. This corps was established as far 
back as 1803, under the title of “The Duke of by yy 8 
ehooters,”’ and was the first volunteer corps at that time ar 
Grilled, and inte eee as riflemen.

WE have already illustrated the reception at Cairo 
of the Consular by the Viceroy of Egypt on 
his accession to . Another ceremony has

adhered to, and the new Viceroy is officially recog- 
nised by Imperial mandate. 

Immediately after the accession of the present 
Viceroy, an Envoy was sent to Constantinople to 
announce officially the death of the late Viceroy, 
Said Pacha, and the succession of Ismail Pacha. 
Upon receiving the intelligence, his Majesty the 
Sultan at once dispatched an officer of high rank, 
‘Wasseim Pacha, with the firman recognising the 
circumstances in the customary complimentary 
manner; and inviting the Viceroy to pay his 
pews he Constantinople, in ance with old- 
esta ed usage. The Imperial functionary was 
received with military honours, and on his arrival 
at Cairo was lodged in one of the numerous palaces. 

Thursday, the 12th ult., was appointed for the 
public reception of the firman at the citadel. 
Accordingly, on that day the ulation of Cairo 
turned out at an early hour, and the streets leading 
to the fortress were mged long before the pro- 
cession made its appearance. At about 9 a.m. the 
troops began to move. A Neggen| body of mounted 
and foot police preceded the soldiery to clear the 
way, no light task in the narrow streets of Cairo, 
Close upon the heels of the executive came two fine 

iments of Arab infantry, in heavy marching order, 
followed by some squadrons from different cavalry 
regiments, the most conspicuous amon whom 
were the Ouirassiers of the Guard, clad in chain 
mail, and mounted on fiery little Arab horses scarcely 
up to the height of the men and armour they had 
to carry. The Black Dragoons also attracted much 
notice, their glittering brass helmets and cuirasses 
giving them a very martial look. 

The troops were followed by a large number of 
grandees, splendidly attired and mounted upon 
richly-caparisoned chargers, after whom came 
Wasseim Pacha, the special Envoy, bearing in his 
hand the Imperial letter.

Our ag for which we are indebted to 
Robert Shirra, -, of Geelong, the vice-president 
of the , represents the last meeting held on 
New- Year’s rey, summer time there, it will be re- 
membered. e extract the following interesting 
description from the Melbourne Argus :—‘‘ The 
morning certainly threatened so badly that it was 
expected very few would attend; but as the day 
wore on, and the wind lost some of its rigour, large 
numbers of people—and among them many ladies 
—wended their way to the grounds of the society, 
at South —s- The attendance generally was 
quite equal to that of the last two years, and the 
‘Comunn’ was well patronised, the extensive ground 
being remarkably well filled—in fact, all but 
crammed. The display of ‘kilt and ‘Tey * was 
perhaps quite as good as we have seen it; t the 
competition, except for the foot-races, was not equal 
to that of former years; and, either from the want 
of ‘Glasgow magistrates,’ the absence of a hot 
wind, or some other thirst-provoking cause, the 
booths were but poorly patronised. The grounds of 
the society were, as usual, decorated with flags and 
evergreens, while above all floated from a tall 
flagstaff the ancient standard of what was once the 
kingdom of Scotland. The splendid band of the 
Artillery Brigade was in attendance during the day, 
and played a number of favourite and fashionable 
selections of music; while to those who preferred 
the sound of ‘little pigs’ squeaking,’ there was a 
tolerable muster of those kilted musicians who 
draw dulcet strains from a ‘ blether under their 
oxter.’ The committee met at the Mechanics’ 
Institute at ten o'clock, and proceeded in proces- 
sion to the grounds, headed by the Artillery band 
and a company of pipers, who relieved each other 
alternately. The procession was brought up in the 
rear by a company of aboriginals, among whom was 
one lady only, and to whom the committee, with 
becoming gallantry, had presented a brown print 
dress, a white bonnet with red flowers, and an am: 
crinoline, of which she seemed to be remarkably 
proud, although, from the high wind prevailing and 
the awkwardness of a new style, she did not manage 
to wear her trappings so modestly as some of her 
fairer sisters ; and the occasional peeping out of a 
dirty, black, and by no means handsome foot and 
ankle, corresponded badly with the extensive head- 
dress and ample skirt of this black fair one. The 
games geneealiy seemed to give much satisfacti 
although the entries in many cases were light, an 
the ‘gathering’ was patronised by a large number 
of the élite of our society. Perhaps the most 
interesting feature of the whole day’s proceedings was the distri- 
bution of the educational prizes to those children of the various 
schools who had been successful competitors at the late examination 
under the auspices of the Comunn na Feinne. These were distributed 
by the Mayor of Geelong, and an appropriate address was delivered 
to the young folks by the Rev. Mr. Henderson.

MALTA, THE SICK QUARTERS 
OF HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS 
PRINCE ALFRED. 

Tae Royal Naval Hospital at 

Malta, which we have this week 

engraved, was built in 1730 asa

MM hh iS of land on which it is situated and 
y the adjoining bay take their names, 
and a member of the last order of 
chivalry, the Knights of Malta. 
The building was occupied for a 
short time by Napoleon Bonaparte 
during his stay at Malta; and 
some of the old Maltese living in 
the neighbourhood still point out 
the room in which the “Great 
Captain ’’ slept. 

Subsequently it fell into partial 
ruin, until it was purchased, with 
the adjacent grounds, by the 
Eughsh Government, when it was 
restored, two wings added, and the 
whole completed and fitted up as 
a naval hospital in 1833, under 
the supervision of the present 
Director-General of the Navy 
Medical Department, Sir John 
Liddell. During the last three 
years, under the administration of 
the present Deputy Inspecior- 
General, Dr. Armstrong, it has 
been much improved. 

The original or centre building 
contains the chapel, the quarters 
for the medical storekeeper, and 
two assistant-surgeons; the Deputy Inepector-General having 
a beautiful and commodious residence on the margin of Renella 
Creek 


The wings afford accommodation for the sick men and officers of 
the fleet, and are exemplary for their thorough ventilation, comfort, 
and cleanliness. The hospital received the laudatory approval of 
his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, who recently honoured the 
establishment with a visit; of Dr. Sutherland, the chief sanitary 
authority of the army, and many others.

| taking every possible advantage of his situation, Colonel Brewster 
| intrenched himself in the orchard and outbuildings of a farm- 
| house known as Woodendean, which became the key of his position, and 
| otherwise disposed his men so as best to meet the withering fire of heavy 
| guns that was directed upon him. To storm Woodendegn Hawa tastes 
| then of imperative importance, and, falling to the lot of Lord Elcho, 
that gallant officer at once led his brigade to the task before him, and, 
after a long and doubtful contest, forced the Inns of Court from 
their shelter and into a position where they were e perilously to 
| the fire of the artillery and the constant charges of the cavalry arrayed 
against them. The inferior force, compelled to retreat, kept their 
| faces steadily to their foes, and gave ground slowly, step by step. 
| During the retreat the Hants Light Horse are said by a contemporary 
to have placed themselves in imminent peril. Passing between two 
of the square ina pce d charge, and cutting at the bayonets as 
they galloped by with all the excitement of a real contest, they came 
at last upon the 3rd London, who reserving their fire until the cavalry 
were close w them, poured in a tremendous volley at point blank, 
which would have emptied every saddle. With this the hardly con- 
| tested fight may be said to have come to an end, Colonel Brewster, 
satisfied with the stand he had made, retiring in the direction of the 
railway station so slowly and warily as to baffle every effort of the 
enemy’s cavalry who hung persistently upon his flank to convert his 
orderly retreat into a rout. 

So terminated the Easter Monday review of 1863. The railway 
authorities exerted themselves so effectually that, with no very 
important exception, the volunteer troops were conveyed to their 
homes with as much punctuality and expedition as they had in the 
morning been transported to the scene of action. It is satisfactory, 
indeed, to be assured that the railway companies could, with equal 
ease and certainty, have transported fifty thousand men to the same 
spot. 

In conclusion, we need scarcely add our meed of compliment or praise 
to the great national force which on Monday last undertook, as a 
pastime of peace, labours which they will be just as ready to undergo 
if need be as part of the graver exerciseof war. The very existence of 
our volunteers goes far to render amy more serious exercise of their 
fighting qualities unlikely; but it is no small gratification to us, who 
have so much to lose, to be assured, upon the faith of official reports, 
that, in one branch of the service alone, we have numbers and skill 
enough available to enable us to dispense with the services of regular 
troops. Of the artillery alone who made so gratifying a display at 
Brighton it is said that there are 25,000 volunteers ready in case of 
need to take charge of the guns in any existing fortifications, and 
that with a few weeks notice and drill as many more, equally efficient, 
would be forthcoming.

William Harvey.” This statement is perfectly 
correct, and Harvey's coffin is to be seen in 
the vault along with other members of his 
family. The shape is curious: it resembles that 
of an Egyptian mummy, being of the human 
form without the appearance of the arms. It 
is entirely of lead; there is no wooden cover, 
and literally on the breast is the name of the 
deceased, as described by Aubrey, with the 
addition of the date of his decease—‘The 3rd of 
June, 1657, aged seyenty-nine years.” The 
F letters in which the inscription is written resemble 
. ey » those to be met with on various leaden pumps, 
: “es: — cisterns, &o.’? We have, by permission of Mr. 
Pettigrew, engraved the sketch of Harvey “lapt in lead.’’ 

Mr. Syer Cuming, at a subsequent meeting of the British 
Archwological Association, referred to other instances in which leaden 
coffins have been found of human form. These were of James IV. 
of Scotland, buried at the monastery of Sheen in 1513; of Mary, 
Countess of Arundel, in the chapel formerly belonging to the College 
of the Holy Trinity at Arundel, in 1557; of Henry, Prince of Wales, 
in a vault on the north side of Henry Vil.’s Chapel at Westminster, 
in 1612; and of Thomas Sutton, the founder of the Charterhouse, 
who died in 1611. This example is very singular; for on its upper 
part is a mask with a square Egyptian beard, as seen on the mummy- 
cases, having an Osirian representation.

THE DUKE OF GRAFTON. 
His Grace, Henry Fitzroy, Dukeof Grafton, in the county gy ,Earl 


Northamptonshire, 
and of Salsey 


Grafton, by his wife, 
Lady Charlotte Maria 
Waldegrave, second 
daughter of James, 
second Earl Walde-

Duchess of Gloucester. He was born on the 10th of February, 1790, and was 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he graduated M.A. in 1814. 
For some years before he inherited the family honours and estates, he, in the 
House of Commons, represented Bury St. Edmunds from 1826 to 1830, and 
Thetford from 1834 to 1844. He invariably sided with the Whig party ; but it 
is due to the memory of his Grace to say that he never gave a factious vote. 
He was always a supporter of the constitutional cause in both Houses of Par- 
liament. He succeeded to the dukedom and other family honours on thedeath of 
his father, Sept. 28, 1844. He married, June 20, 1812, Mary Caroline, third 
danghter of Admiral the Hon. Sir George Cranfield Berkeley, G.O.B., by 
whom, who survives him, he leaves issue three sons and two daughters— 
namely, the Earl of Euston, M.P., his successor ; Colonel Lord Charles Fitzroy, 
Equerry to the Queen, and now heir-presumptive to the dukedom ; Colonel 
Lord Frederick Fitzroy, Grenadier Guards ; Lady Mary Elizabeth, married to 
the Hon. and Rey. Augustus F. Phipps, son of Henry, first Earl of Mulgrave ; 
and Lady Louisa, married to the Hon. Colonel E. G. Douglas Pennant, M.P., 
of Penryhn Castle. The Duke of Grafton died on the 26th ult., and is suc- 
ceeded by his eldest son, William Henry, Earl of Euston, now sixth Duke of 
Grafton, who was born on the 4th of August, 1819, and married, on the 10th 
of February, 1858, Mary Louisa Anne, daughter of the Hon. Francis Baring, 
brother of Lord Ashburton.

The Right Hon. Sir Henry Manners Cavendish, Baron Waterpark, of Water-

He was born 
on Nov. 8, 1792, and 
inherited the family 
honours on the death 
of his father, on June 
1, 1830.

from 1846 to 1852 and from 1853 to 1858. He was, from 1859 to December, 
1861, Lord of the Bedchamber to the late Prince Consort. His Lordship 
(being able to do so as a Peer of Ireland) sat in the House of Commons 
for Lichfield from 1854 to 1856. He married, on July 18, 1837, Eliza Jane, 
daughter of Thomas, first Viscount Curzon, and aunt of Thomas George, 
present Earl of Lichfield, by whom, who survives him, he has had an only son, 
his successor, and three daughters, the eldest of whom, the Hon. Eliza Anne, 
is wife of Haughton Charles Okeover, Esq., of Okeover, Staffordshire. His 
Lordship is succeeded by his son, Henry Anson, now Baron Waterpark, who 
was born on April 14, 1839, aud is as yet unmarried. This family of Cavendish 
is of kin to the ducal house of Devonshire. The title of Waterpark was first 
conferred, in 1792, on the late Peer’s grandmother, the wife of Sir Henry 
Cavendish, Bart., Receiver eral of Leland, which lady, Susan, only child

A. L. EGG, ESQ., R.A. 

The death of Mr. Egg, the eminent painter of “genre” and “ historical 
genre” subjects, so soon after attaining the full honours of the Royal Academy, 
and at the early age of forty-six, will be felt as a great loss to art and the 
public, as well as to a large circle of friends. For three years Mr. Egg had been 
a sufferer from asthma, and went to reside in Algiers for the benefit of its 
genial climate and for rest from his arduous profession. He was unable to 
contribute anything to the last two exhibitions of the Royal Academy. Last 
summer, however, during which he returned for a time to England, he

as the leader of the Scotch Tories. His son James, tenth Earl of Lauderdale, 
the subject of this notice, was born on the 10th of June, 1785, and entered the 
Royal Navy early in life. He won high distinction, and was wounded at the 
attack on the Boulogne flotilla, in 1801; and he was with Lord Exmouth at the 
taking of Algiers. He became a K.C.M.G, in 1820, an Admiral in 1857, and 
a G.C.B. in 1862. He succeeded, as tenth Earl, his elder brother, James, ninth 
Earl of Landerdale, in 1860, His Lordship, who was Lord Lientenant and 
Sheriff Principal of Berwickshire, died unmarried, on the 22nd ult., at his 
seat, Thirlestane Castle, Lauder, N.B. The Barony of Lauderdale of the 
United Kingdom, granted to his father, the eighth Earl, in 1806, expires with 
him, while his Scottish honours devolve on his cousin, Sir Thomas Maitland, 
C.B., and Knight of Charles ITI. of Spain, a distinguished naval officer, 
knighted by patent, in 1843, for his services on the coast of India and China, 
and made a Rear Admiral of the Red in 1857. Sir Thomas, now eleventh Earl 
of Lauderdale, is the only surviving son of General the Hon. William Mordaunt 
Maitland, by his firet wife, Mary, widow of John Travers, Esq., of Fir Grove, 
in the county of Cork, and daughter of the Rey. Richard Orpen, of Killowen, 
and is the dson of James, seventh Karl of Lauderdale. He was born on 
the 3rd of February, 1803, and married, in 1828, Amelia, third daughter of the 
late William Young, Esq., of Rio de Janerio, and has an only surviving child, 
now Lady Jane Maitland. The house of Maitland, Earls of Lauderdale, is one 
of the oldest and most historic in the annals of Scotland. It has been seated 
at Thirlestane, Berwickshire, for nearly six centuries.

Sixty-two men have also been 
saved. The Army and Navy Gazette says :—“Such a calamity as that of 
the wreck of the Orphens has not fallen on the British Na since that 
dreary night when the Avenger, with nearly the whole of her crew, 
unwarned and un . disapp d b th the waters of the 
Mediterranean. The Orpheus was a fine screw-corvette of 1706 
tons, 400-horse power (nominal) ; she mounted 21 guns, and her regular com- 
plement of officers, men, and boys should have been 275. She was com- 
missioned Oct. 25, 1861, and left England for North America at the time when 
the Trent affair caused so much excitement in England. 
Burnett and Commander Burton we can only speak in terms of praise. 
were both gallant and distinguished officers, who had worked their way up in 
the service by well-directed intelligence and industry. They died as they 
lived, at the post of duty; and this fact will, we trust, after the first burst 
of sorrow which the news will cause is over, convey some consolation to their 
sorrowing relatives and friends, to whom and to all connected with the 
remainder of the officers and crew who have lost their lives in company with 
their brave captain we can only further offer a feeling of deep sympathy.”

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SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 

Mr, GLAISHER’S NINTH ScreNTIFIC BALLOON ASCENT took 
place on the 51st ult., in Mr. Coxwell’s great balloon, at the Crystal Palace. The 
results of his previous ascents in July, Angust, and September last having shown 
the inaccuracies of the theory of the law of a uniform rate of decrease of 1 deg. 
of Fahrenheit scale of temperature for every increase of 300 ft. in height, the 
British Association, in October, voted £200 to be expended in further experi- 
ments, to begin in the epring, and, if possible, during an casterly wind. 
Accordingly, on the above-mentioned day, “ the bai.con,” says Mr. Glaisher, in 
his letter to the Zimes, “ left the earth at ¢h. 16m. p.m. the temperature of 
the air being 50d«g. At 4h, 25m. we were one mile high, with a temperature 
of 38$deg.; the second mile was reached at 4h. 35m., with a temperature of 
26 deg. ; the third mile at 4h. 44m., when the temperature was l4deg.; and at 
3% miles high the temperature was §deg. A warm current of air was met with 
and the temperature rose to 12 deg. at 4n. 58m.; at 5h. 2m. we passed ont of 
this current, and when 44 miles high the temperature was just zero of 
Fahrenheit’s scale. In descending, the temperature increased to 11 deg. at 
about 3 miles high, 5h. 38m.; then a cold current was met with, and it 
decreased to 7deg. We soon passed through it, and the temperature increased 
to 18$deg.at 2 miles high, to 254deg. at 1 mile high, and to 42deg. on the 
ground, which was reached at 6h. 30m. The air was Cry before leaving the 
earth ; it became very dry at heights excecding 2 miles, and at heights exceed- 
ing 4 miles the temperature of the dew point was fully minus 40 deg.” 

THE REMAINS OF A Fossit TorToIsE, of a new species, 
discovered by M, Lennier, of Havre, were described by M. Valenciennes at a 
recent meeting of the Academy of Sciences at Paris. A remarkable distinction 
in this tortoise is its porsessing nine ribs, all those hitherto known having but 
eight. M. Valenciennes therefore names it Palmochelys Novemcostatus. 
Descriptive details are given in the Comptes Rendus of the Academy. 


THEORY OF THE PRODUCTION OF STEEL.—M, Charles 
Sainte-Claire Deville, at a recent meeting of the French Academy of Sciences, 
commenting on the researches of M. Caron, says that the latter confirms the 
important remark due to Karsten, that in attacking, by acids, steel not tem- 
pered we obtain as a residuum a graphitous matter, which does not appear in 
the case of tempered steel. He also confirms, on the other hand, the expe- 
riments of M. Regnault, which establish that non-tempered steel possesses a 
density considerably greater than that of tempered steel. This double con- 
clusion is in perfect concordance with the results of numerous experimen'+ 
published by M. Deville himself, which had for their object the study of the 
peculiar physical and chemical properties which may determine in a body an 
abrupt cooling or the abnormal proportion of latent heat which results 1rom 
them. Amongst other facts, M. Deville had shown that different bodies in 
thie respect appear to form two clearly distinct categories, some, sueh cs 
sulphur, selenium, silicium (or rather its compounds, silica and the silica, 
and the experiments of M. Jacquelain, in accordance with those of Laveisier 
and Silliman, authorise in the highest degree the addition of carbon), are sub- 
fusible and susceptible of acquiring by tempering the vitreous and amorphous 
state.

THE ABSORPTION OF GASES BY CHARCOAL is the subject 
of a paper by Dr. R. Angus Smith (co eminent for his method of testing the 
purity of the atmosphere) in the new number of the Proceedings of the Koyad 
Society. His observations show that—1l. Charcoal absorbs oxygen so as to 
separate it from common air, or from its mixtures of hydrogen and nitrogen, 
at common temperatures ; and, 2, that charcoa] continues this absorption for 
at least a month, althongh the chief amount is absorbed in a few hours, some- 
times in a few seconds, according to the quality of the charcoal. 3. It duces 
not absorb hydrogen, nitrogen, or carbonic acid for the same peri«al. 
4. Although the amount absorbed is somewhat in the relation of the con- 
densability of the gases by pressure, this is not the only quality regulating the 
absorption of oxygen at least. . When it is songht to remove the oxygen 
from charcoal by warmth, carbonic acid is formed, even at the temperature of 
boiling water, and slowly even at lower temperatures. 6. Charooale differ 
extremely in absorbing power and in the capacity of uniting with oxygen, 
animal charcoal possessing the latter property in a greater degree than woud 
charcoal. 7, Nitrogen and hydrogen, when absorbed by charcoal, diffuse into 
the atmosphere of another gas with such force as to depress the mercury three- 
quarters of aninch. 8. Water expels mercury from the pores of charcoal by 
an instantaneous action. 9%. The action of porous bodies is not indiscriminate, 
but elective. Dr. R. Smith, in his “ Theoretical Considerations,” says :— 
“ The elective nature of porous bodies may be closely allied to three properties— 

| the condensability of the gaser, the attraction and perhaps inclination to 
combine, and the capacity of combination. Chemical affinity is supposed to 
involve an attraction which is purely chemical. We have no proof of any such 
attraction as a separate power; we have only a proof of the combination. 
Attraction may exist without the power of combining chemically, or without, 
in other terms, chemical affinity, which ie only known by combination. The 
previous attraction has never yet been shown to be of two kinds; and it 
eeems more in accordance with Nature to diminish than increase the number 
of original powers.” 


THE Honey-Bee.—In the Annals of Natural History for 
April we have the translation of part of a paper on “‘ The Geographical vistri- 
bution and Varietie: of the Honey-Bee,” by Dr. A. Geretiicker, of which we 
give a few points :—Latreille, Brun, and other writers considered that our 
common bee, as distinguished from the Italian bee, is indigenous to the north 
of Europe. An opposite opinion is also very generally held. The latest writer 
on the subject (Von Berlepsch) says that our bee is demonstrably indigenous in 
the hot countries of the Old World, where an almost perpetually serene sky 
enables it to work throughout nearly the whole year ; and that, at a very early 
period, human civilisation carried it into northern localities, where it is com- 

led to remain in ite dwelling, contrary to ite nature, for several cold months.
